Council 
advance 

with iPads

AGAWAM —- When Council 
President Christopher Johnson 
prepares for his regular city coun- 
cil meeting twice a month, he must 
bring a stack of paperwork with 
him to the meeting. 

When a particular agenda item 
comes up for discussion, he must 
sift through that stack to find his 
notes with comments and ques- 
tions, or information he needs to 
reference. 

But last week, the days of sift- 
ing through the mountain of pa- 
perwork ended as the Agawam 
City Council members were is- 
sued new iPad tablet computers 
that will streamline data reference 
and distribution of information to 
the city councilors. 

Johnson said the idea came 
from his experience as a trustee for 
Springfield Technical Community 
College. 

“When I go to a trustee meeting, 
all I have to come with is this,” 
Johnson said, showing his iPad. “I 
can find anything I want, and there 
are links to different files on the 
agenda.” 

Last Monday night, Jeff Hul- 
bert, the information technology 
director for the town, held a work- 
shop for the councilor members to 
teach them how to use the iPads. 

The tablets have normal func- 
tions for tablets, but their main 
function for council members is 
the use of BoardPaq, an applica- 
tion program that allows the coun- 
cilors to keep their agendas and 
files organized. 

For example, the council agen- 
da each week consists of approv- 
ing the minutes from the previous 
meeting. Using BoardPaq, a coun- 
cilor can scroll down to the agenda 
item asking for the approval of the 
minutes. Below the agenda item 
will be a link to the minutes. The 
councilor can touch the file and 
open it and review the meeting 
minutes. 

If a councilor desires, any of 
those files can be printed out from 
a home printer. Johnson hopes 
councilors take advantage of the 
application and saves on paper.

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Possible zone change for 
duplex raises neighbors’ ire

AGAWAM - Neighbors have 
spoken out against a proposed 
zone change that would have al- 
lowed the D’ Amato family to cre- 
ate eight or nine duplex homes at 
105 Rowley St. 

After airing their concerns to 
the Agawam City Council and the 
Planning Board, the neighbors 
won the first half of the battle last 
Thursday. 

The Planning Board voted 3-0 
not to recommend the zone change 
to the Agawam City Council. 

The Agawam City Council 
opened the public hearing at its 
Sept. 15 meeting, but continued 
the hearing because the Planning 
Board had not closed their hear- 
ing and made a recommendation. 
For zone changes, the Planning 
Board serves as an advisory board 
to the city council. 


The Planning Board hearing 
was concluded last Thursday 
night. Several neighbors spoke 
out against the plans for a small 
housing development presented 
by Michael Parker, a family friend 
of the D’ Amato family. 

The property owner, James 
D’ Amato, is mentally disabled. 
Parker says the family is looking 
to develop several acres of the 
property currently zoned agricul- 
tural and sell the building lots to 
have money to care for D’ Amato. 

“The D’Amato family would 
like for James to stay where he 
is and be comfortable for the re- 
mainder of his life,’ said Parker. 

Parker said they are proposing 
duplex houses because the market 
is not as good for single-family 
homes currently. 

Neighbors are against the plan 
because they believe it will change 
the character of their neighbor- 
hood. Residents of Rowley Street

Sports complex proposal 


deflated

AGAWAM - The Agawam Plan- 
ning Board voted unanimously not 
to recommend a zone change that 
would allow DCJ Realty to installa 
sports complex that would include 
inflatable domed soccer fields 
and other sports fields on South 
West Street on property currently 
owned by Northeast Utilities, the 
parent company of Western Mas- 
sachusetts Electric Company. 

More than 120 people packed 
into the conference room at the 
Agawam Public Library for the 
Planning Board’s public hearing 
on the proposal. 

The zoning change would have 
turned the residential property into 
Business-A commercial property. 

During the public hearing, an 
informal poll was taken of those 
in attendance. An overwhelming 
majority raised their hand, saying

they were against the project. A 
small number, less than 10 people, 
raised their hands saying they fa- 
vored the proposal. 

While the public hearing was to 
rule on the zone change, the actual 
proposal was called into question 
throughout the hearing. 

Don Ferman, who made a pre- 
sentation on behalf of Amherst na- 
tive Donald Cameron III, showed 
how several acres of land off 
South West Street and Tobacco 
Farm Road would be utilized to 
construction four regular soccer 
fields. Cameron also proposed 
basketball and tennis courts as 
part of the plan. He said he includ- 
ed them in the plan for the “good 
of the community.” 

Cameron said the facility would 
have two inflatable domes that 
would allow soccer tournament 
to be played during the winter 
months. He says the domes would 
blend in with the area during the

Humason appointed to 
military task force 


BOSTON - State Senate Minority Leader 
Bruce E. Tarr, R-Gloucester, has appointed

The Planning Board has heard your voic- 
es, Feeding Hills residents. 

There was an outpouring of support to 
maintain the quiet neighborhood that can be 
found on South West Street. 

Thanks to more than 100 people with 
standing room only in the Agawam Public 
Library conference room, a zone change that 
would have paved the way for small sports 
complex will not be recommended to the 
Agawam City Council. 

Two Agawam City Councilors were in at- 
tendance at that public hearing last Thurs- 
day night, and hopefully, they will also pass 
along their observations of the meeting. 

Planning Board Chairman Mark Paleolog- 
opoulos spoke correctly when he said a zone 
change is something that is supposed to ben- 
efit the community. There are also laws that 
protect residents from “spot zoning.” Spot 
zoning is when a property is in a different 
zone than surrounding properties. 

The sports complex would have been a 
prime example of spot zoning, with residen- 
tial property surrounding the 65-acre prop- 
erty, and the residents were definitely not in 
favor of it. 

The residents make a very good argument, 
simply based on the traffic issue. 

In neighboring Southwick, the Motocross 
Nationals were held every year for 35 years. 
Each year, the event was bigger and bigger 
and drew more and more people. When the 
event would conclude at about 6 p.m. on Sat- 
urday, the number of cars leaving the small 
town created a dangerous situation. There 
are a limited number of ways out of South- 
wick, and many of those cars and trailers are 
in a hurry to get out of town. 

A sports complex would draw very large 
crowds to the South West Street area. There 
are only a limited number of outlets from 
that area, making side streets in the neigh- 
borhood more prone to hurried drivers try- 
ing to get in or out of the complex. 

This zone change and project would also 
create an excessive amount of activity and 
noise during the weekends, when most of 
these residents are trying to enjoy the quiet 
of their homes. 

While it can be argued that this zone 
change could benefit the community be- 
cause it would provide more fields for local 
soccer teams, is it not worth disturbing the 
peace of this neighborhood. 

There is commercial property in town that 
would be better suited for a project like this. 
That is what the people want, and they did 
a great job making their voices heard. Let’s 
hope the city council is listening to their vot- 
ers.

and the Lango Lane development were against it. 

Patrick Kevane of Lango Lane said he did not feel the du- 
plex subdivision would be appropriate. 

“We have all single family homes here,” said Kevane. “If 
you put these duplexes in, they are going to negatively affect 
our property values.” 

Kevane said the concept of duplexes, which are two-fam- 
ily homes, suggests there will be landlords purchasing the 
homes and having multiple tenants. He is concerned the 
properties will not be properly cared for. 

“We don’t know if there will be absentee land owners,” 
said Kevane. “I feel bad for James, but I don’t feel that is an 
appropriate reason for this zone change.” 

Ed Shibley expressed concern over safety. He says install- 
ing a new street in the area would create line of sight issues 
under the proposal. 

Neighbor Roy Benjamin agreed. 

“TI can appreciate the situation the D’Amatos have,” said 
Benjamin. “But I do not think this is a good idea.” 

Planning Board Chairman Mark Paleologopoulos agreed 
with the views of the neighbors. 

“The purpose of a zone change is something that will 
benefit the community,” said Paleologopoulos. “This zone 
change will only benefit one person. It is not a good thing 
for Agawam.” 

Fellow board members Nick Pandolfi and Tricia O’ Grady- 
Howard both agreed and voted not to recommend the zone 
change to the Agawam City Council. 

The same neighbors expressed similar concerns to the city 
council and had their comments recorded for the record. The 
city council’s public hearing will continue at its Oct. 6 meet- 
ing, where the recommendation of the Planning Board and 
the Legislative Subcommittee will be considered. 

Eight votes are needed for the zone change.

“Tt’s a paperless system and it is how many boards and 
committees are doing business now,” said Johnson. “I would 
rather use one of these than have a stack of paperwork to 
bring to each meeting.” 

The new paperless system also saves time for the council’s 
administrative assistant, who was previously responsible 
for mailing out or delivering packets to the councilors the 
Thursday before each meeting. Now, the agendas and their 
accompanying paperwork will be uploaded to the BoardPaq 
application. When an individual councilor connects to the 
Internet, those files will be uploaded to their tablet and avail- 
able for review. 

“Tt is really a great idea,’ said Councilor Robert Rossi. “Tt 
will cut down on paper and make it easier to find information 
with the push of a button.” 

Councilor Anthony Suffriti said he was happy to see the 
movement to tablets, saying it is how he does business with 
her job. 

“Tt’s very efficient,’ said Suffriti. 

Another advantage with the tablets is it allows new infor- 
mation to be sent to councilors at any time between meet- 
ings. 

The tablets cost about $6,000 for the councilors and were 
approved earlier this year. The tablets should be in full use at 
the next council meeting.

cold months. The facility could be a location for soccer tour- 
naments and would be a home for Cameron’s Premier Youth 
Soccer League team. 

The South West Street and Tobacco Farm Road neigh- 
borhood in Feeding Hills is a densely populated residential 
neighborhood. 

While there was nearly 100 residents who raised their 
hands opposing the zone change, only a small number need- 
ed to speak to get their views across. 

“We have zoning laws in place that are supposed to help 
protect the residents,” said Dale Bogelisch. “This proposal 
will bring in droves of people. This is contradictory to pre- 
serving our nice, quiet neighborhood.” 

Bogelisch pointed out there are no sewers in the area. 
Cameron said he would either be installing a septic system 
or would use portable bathrooms, a smell concern for neigh- 
bors. He also said tournaments would last entire weekends, 
ruining quiet weekends in the neighborhood. 

Jack Laflamme, another resident in the neighborhood, 
cautioned the Planning Board about recommending the zone 
change. 

“Tf this plan fell through,” said Laflamme. “Someone else 
could use this zoning and put something else in.” 

Another resident in attendance at the hearing suggested 
the idea of a sports complex with more soccer fields is a great 
idea, but the location is wrong. 

Other concerns about the zone change included increased 
traffic the side street cannot handle, and people traveling fast 
or cutting through other side streets to leave the area and 
avoid traffic. 

Planning Board Chairman Mark Paleologopoulos opposed 
the zone change, agreeing with resident concerns about the 
traffic, and possibility of what could happen to a business- 
zoned property if the sports complex were to close. 

With the vote not to recommend the zone change, the Aga- 
wam City Council will hear the zone change request at their 
Oct. 20 meeting. 

Councilors Anthony Suffriti and James Cichetti both at- 
tended the public hearing. Suffriti said he is undecided about 
the zone change. 

“T have not fully decided how I will vote,” said Suffriti. 
“But I attended the public hearing so I could hear the con- 
cerns of the residents. It is clear they are against this.”

In the fourth season of the program, Aga- 
wam Robotics’ FIRST Tech Challenge (FTC) 
had its season kick-off Sept. 9. FIRST, For 
Inspiration and Recognition of Science and 
Technology, provides extracurricular STEM 
hands-on activities where students learn 
by doing, and are able to explore potential 
career paths by working side-by-side with 
mentors from every walk of life. 

FTC is primarily a high-school program, 
but Agawam has successfully stepped up 
to this challenge with seventh- and eighth- 
grade students. Due to a gradual growth 
of the robotics programs in town, FTC has 
grown from six students to 21 students, re- 
sulting in a second team coached by Edwin 
and Wincy Chan. FIRST robotics in town 
is now reaching about 200 students from 
grades 2 through 12. 

Those in attendance at the informational 
meeting included the Chans, coaches Jay 
and Charlene Cameron, as well as members 
of both teams. This year’s challenge, “Cas- 
cade Effect,” will involve plastic baseballs 


and golf balls that are collected and scored 
in tubes of various heights. There are scrim- 
mages in the fall and qualifying competi- 
tions in January and February, with the state 
qualifier in early March.

September is a perfect time for an old-fashioned picnic — and to start a new 
tradition.

Starting a new tradition 

Ewing added that the picnic was created primarily as a way to bring the 
senior class together at the start of their final school year. “We wanted to kick 
off our senior year with a class event that would get everyone excited.” 

Leclerc said the picnic was “a very good way” to start the school year. “We 
can build off of this for events to come. It was also reassuring to know that we 
set a precedent for the classes to come.” 

More than 100 students from the 290-member class attended the picnic 
— one of the largest turnouts of many previous “outside-of-school events,” ac- 
cording to Leclerc. “Everyone who came had a good time.” 

A $5 admission charge helped to cover expenses. “We had planned on hay-

ing to withdraw money from our class funds to pay for the picnic, but we 
made more than $200 after paying for police and custodian coverage,” said 
Leclerc. 

Those costs — $350 -- were the largest expenses. Donations from local busi- 
nesses, including American Classics Restaurant, Big Y and Stop & Shop su- 
permarkets, E.B’s Restaurant, Frigo’s Foods, Giovanni’s Italian Pastry and 
Coffee Shop, The Ice Cream Shoppe, and T&R Wholesale Foods, helped keep 
expenses to a minimum for the picnic. 

“We want to thank the businesses that donated for helping to make the day 
a fundraiser for our class,” said Leclerc. He said money raised will go into the 
class fund and may be used toward the purchase of a class gift at the end of 
the school year. 

“Good for them,” said AHS Principal Steve Lemanski. He joined teacher 
Mary Bonavita and parent Pam Root for cooking duties at the picnic. “I’m 
quite pleased with what they did to put this together so early in the year.” 

Lemanski said he met with class officers during the summer to discuss their 
plans. “They organized it and did most of the work — we just helped get some 
of the permits and arrange for the police officer.” 


Dunk tank a popular fundraiser 

In addition to charging admission, the picnic raised money with a dunk 
tank. For $1 a throw — or $5 for three throws — students pitched softballs in 
an effort to send a willing teacher or administrator sliding into a tank of cold 
water. 

“People loved it,” said Leclerc, who also took a turn on the dunk tank seat. 
The seat flipped down if a softball struck the target - dumping the person on 
the seat into the tank. “We made $75 on the dunk tank,” he added. 

The first teacher to sit behind a protective cage as softballs were hurled was 
Shawn Tatro. An English teacher at the school, he’s also the advisor to this 
year’s senior class. 

He took a “dunking” several times as softballs found the target. “It was fun.” 
Tatro added that he volunteered to be first so he could “warm it up” for AHS 
Assistant Principal Susan Feyre, who followed him. (Lemanski did not par- 
ticipate in the dunk tank because he was still recovering from a back injury.) 

Tatro said waiting to be dunked for the first time was the worst part. “After 
that, it was actually quite refreshing.” 

Tatro said he gives the class leaders a lot of credit for taking the initiative to 
organize the picnic. “They did it for all the right reasons — and I think it now 
will become an annual event.” 


Students praise picnic 

In addition to some traditional and not so traditional foods — hot dogs, ham- 
burgers, chips, salad, pasta, and cotton candy — there was music and games, 
such as volleyball, soccer, and Kan Jam. Seniors could also win several raffle 
prizes, such as a free parking pass or gift cards. 

Several seniors who came to the picnic said they thought it was a good class 
activity. 

“It’s a good way to get us started for the year,’ said Samantha Henry. 

“T was leery about going to the picnic, but the more I thought about it, the 
more fun it sounded,” added her friend and classmate, Kyla McGurn. 

Tim Cooper agreed with those sentiments and said he was “looking forward 
to getting closer” to his classmates by coming to the picnic. 

Annie Mozzer called the picnic “really cool” and a “unique” class event. 
“Tt’s really fun — I’m glad I came.”

“He has the ability to really kick the ball 
far,’ said Benjamin. “It really helps us when 
we have to punt the ball away really deep 
on our end of the field. If we have decent 
field position, we have the ability to pin the 
other deep inside their end and make things 
happen.” 

Moore’s punts so far deep in Agawam’s 
end have made their way about 50 yards. 

“Usually, when a team is pinned deep, a 
normal high school punter can only get the 
ball out near midfield, and the other team 
ends up with great field position,’ said Ben- 
jamin. “Sean’s punts are allowing us to keep 
other teams away from getting really good 
field position.” 

On the offensive side, Moore may some- 
time be called upon to kick a three-point 
field goal on a fourth down situation. The 


three-point field goal is one of the rarest 
offensive plays in high school football, but 
Moore’s kicking ability has given Agawam 
that option. 

In three games, Moore has failed on just 
one point-after attempt. That one failed kick 
happened last Friday night against Chicopee 
and was only because the Pacers beat the 
Agawam line and blocked the kick. 

“He kicks the ball with such ease and it 
comes so natural to him,” said Benjamin. 
“Tn practice, he can hit a field goal from 50 
yards out.” 

Because a soccer goalie also uses his 
hands, Benjamin says the coaching staff has 
been working with Moore to develop receiv- 
ing skills as well as blocking and other foot- 
ball skills to expand Moore’s versatility. 

“We are hoping Sean can develop into a 
great player,” said Benjamin. “But he’s al- 
ready doing a great job kicking for us.”
